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GOVERNOR ANNOUNCES 

INCREASES IN PER DIEM 

AND MILEAGE RATES 

****** 

Governor Hunt has announced that, 
effective January 1, 1991, the per 
diem allowance is increased to 
$50.00 per day for persons 
traveling inside the state of 
Alabama on official state (read 
"college") business. Also, the 
partial per diem rates have been 
changed to the following: 

1). Meal Allowance — $5.00 if 
the trip is from 6 to 12 hours 
duration. 

2). $17.50 if the trip exceeds 
12 hours duration but does not 
involve an overnight stay. 

In addition, the Governor has 
increased the mileage rate for 
official travel to $.25 per mile. 
This rate is effective on January 
1, 1991, and will remain in effect 
until May 31, 1991. There is 
nothing in the Governor's 
correspondence regarding what is 
going to happen to the mileage rate 
after May 31st.
